EE ‘the 27th and 31st March last. and 
also of setting fire to La Mancha between 
the 30th and 3lst March. 

On the assembling of the Court, District 
Justice Reddin asked Mr. Blackmore, who ap- 
peared for the prisoner, whether it was he or 
Mr. Lynn who decided at the conclusion of 
the case on the previous evening that the 
accused man would not make any statement. 

Mr. Blackmore said that it was Mr. Lynn 
who so decided. 

Mr. Reddin, giving his decision, said that 
in the matter of the production of evidence 
the Court considered that a word of com- 
mendation was due to the Civic Guard. The 
Court was also grateful to counsel for the 
State and for the accused man for the assist- 
ance given by them during the hearing of 
the case. 

The question for the Court was one of com- 
parative simplicity. It had merely to ask 
whether, on the evidence, the State had shown 
a prima facie case which ought to be investi- 
gated before a jury in all or any of the seven 
charges preferred. 

The Court was satisfied that a prima facie 
case had been preferred against the accused 
man, and, in the circumstances, the Court 
received informations in all seven charges, 
and returned the accused man for trial at the 
next Central Criminal Court,

Opening plaintiffs’ case, Mr. Denning said 
that, although there was a great deal of money 
in the cuige, there were not a great many facts. 
lhe jury would have to listen to a number 
of witnesses because of the serious charges 
that were made. Wilton Vaugh was a gentle- 
man of great capacity and -gréat skill—a 
miser, if they liked—who “lived upon the 
smell of a herring.’’ He kept a great deal 
of money behind him, and he provided for 
his children by giving them advances. He 
gave very little to his wife, with whom he 
had not got on well for a number of years. 
There were unhappy chic between them. 
They might observe that she was descended 
from nobles, while he came from a mud cabin. 
She showed her contempt for him by not 
speaking to him, and frequently one would 
come across a passage in a diary that he 
kept to the effect—‘‘No talk to-day.” 

Alfred Gillmor, who witnessed the will, 
said that the deceased came into his shop, 
and, after some general talk, asked him to 
sign his will, adding that he was compelled 
to make a new will owing to the serious 
illness of his brother. He signed the will, 
and an assistant also added her name. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lynch, the 
witness admitted making a statement to Mr. 
O'Flynn (the defendants’ solicitor), in which 
he said that Mr. Vaugh brought in the will 
already signed and that he then signed it. 

Mr. Lynch—Your statement is “he brought 
in the will already signed, but 1 knew his 
signature.” Is that true’ No. 

Then* why did you make that statement to 
Mr. O’Flynn’?—Because I didn’t remember. 
It was only afterwards that I fully recollected 
all the incidents. 

You then went to Mr. Vaugh, the plaintiff. 
and made a different statement to him—that 
you saw the will signed?—I afterwards re- 
collected what happened, and when Mr. 
Vaugh came to me | told him. 

Your statement to Mr, Flynn also states: 
“There was no one there only the two of 
us. Was that true’?-—No. 

In reply to further questions, the witness 
added that his sister was a beneficiary under 
the will to the extent of £500. 

The witness also denied that Miss Tyman, 
who also signed the will, told him that she 
was not present when the will was signed. 

Miss ‘[yman, in the course of her evidence, 
said that when she was called to witness 
the will Mr. Vaugh appeared to be just 
finishing his signature. The ink was wet. 
Mr. Vaugh told her “I want you to re- 
member my signature.’’ 

Mr. Lynch—When did you 
this?’—A night or two after 
O’F lynn. 

Who did you tell it to?—I told \I». Gillmor. 
I told him that I remembered <ceing him 
sign the will, and that 1 then sicned it. 

You made this statement to Mr, O'Flynn: 
** Neither Mr. Vaugh nor Mr. Gillmor signed 
the will in my presence, and they did not 
tell me what I was signing ’’?—I made that 
statement. 

And you signed it after reading it’~Yes. 

‘The statement was to the effect that Mr. 
Vaugh called the witness up to Mr. Gillmor 
and asked her to sign her name to a docn- 
ment. She signed accordingly, but did. not 
know what she was signing, and she then 
returned to hey business. She saw Mr. 
Vaugh’s and Mr. Gillmor’s names on it. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
this morning.

In the matter of the Companies Acts and 
the Sinn Fein Bank, Ltd., in liquidation, Mr.

EDENDERRY WILL CASE. 


SETTLEMENT REACHED.

Under the will the testatrix 
left £100 to a man named Mallins, who had 
pre-deceased her, and subject to this charge, 
left all her property to trustees on trust to 
ronvert and apply the income for her sister 
Alice for life, with remainder to the parish 
priest for the time being. of Edenderry, to be 
applied by him te such purposes as he might 
think fit. Sha left nothing at all to the de- 
fendant, who was a girl in service in Clonmel, 
and her sole next-of-kin, with the exception 
of her other sister, Alice. It had been agreed 
that the defendant should receive £260 in full 
satisfaction of all claims for costs or other- 
wise. As it was considered doubtful whether

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT \ 
MISSING ARMY STORES. 


SEVEN MEN REMANDED. 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Lieutenant Frank Dowse and Sergeant- 
Major Lane, of the Army Engineering Corps ; 
Patrick Whelan, Parnell street, and Hugh 
Barden, Sallymount terrace, Ranelagh, were 
charged on remand with stealing building 
material from the stores of the Army Engi- 
neering Corps, at Collins Barracks and St. 
Bricin’s Hospital, and also with illegally re- 
ceiving the material. 

There now appeared with them in the dock 
on the same charge: Sergeant William Doyle, 
McKee Barracks, and Sergeant William 
Wallace, St. Bricin’s Hospital, both of the 
Army Engineering Corps, and James O'Hare, 
Benburb street. 

Detective-Sergeant M. Lynch deposed to 
statements alleged to have been made by 
some of the defendants. 

Sergeant-Major Lane stated that he was 
asked by Patrick Whelan to gét a panel and 
a few bits of glass, and he had the panels 
made in the workshop. When they were 
completed Whelan cailed for them and_ the 
glass, and took them away in his car, There 
were twelve or fourteen panes of glass, about 
fourteen inches by ten inches. Whelan never 
ave him any money for the “stuff.” 

Serzeant Wallace said that he helped to 
load lead into Whelan’s car. There w@ two 
loads. Two days afterwards Sergeant Doyle 
gave him £2 ‘‘ out of it.” 

Sergeant Doyle, in his statement, said that 
he was away from barracks last December, 
and when he came back Lane told him that 
there was a “stunt ” on, and showed him a 
roll of sheet lead in the yard which was to 
go. Lane, Wallace, Whelan and himself 
loaded it into Whelan’s car. Next morning 
Lane told him to go down in “civvies to 
Whelan’s garage. He saw a Jew paying 
Lane £18 for the “ stuff.” Lane gave Whelan

He states that in those pages I advocated 
compulsory conversion of breweries and dis- 
tilleries to other manufacturing purposes. A 
perusal of this pamphlet is sufficient to prove 
this statement devoid of foundation. This 
broehure was written in support of the 
Labour programme of six years ago. It is a 
statement of ascertained facts as to how 
American breweries and distilleries were 
voluntarily: adapted to the new conditions 
brought about by prohibition. It proved that 
American enterprise had made those concerns 
as economically sound and prosperous as in 
the pre-prohibition period, and made sugges- 
tions as to what industries and employment 
could be created in Ireland by the diversion 
of the millions sterling now wasted on the 
uneconomic liquor industry. Such -was the 
guilt of this little brochure. woes 

As to my evidence proper, it is now 
published in extenso in The Associate tem- 
perance magazine. Readers will, I am certain, 
discover, despite Mr. Horgan’s diatribe, much 
fresh light on the liquor problem, both :n 
iis legal and labour aspects. If my ignorance 
was as great as Mr. Horgan suggests, why 
should it not have been submitted to the 
ordeal of his cross-examination?

A Plea for Children. 

TO THE FENITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn.—For the past ten summers we have 
been able to send parties of . little children 
and tired, worn-out mothers from the Dublin 
slums to our Home at Skerries for a fort- 
night’s holiday. The need this year is greater 
than ever beiore. The following is an ex- 
tract from the Dublin City Survey :—‘* Hous- 
ing in Dublin is more than a ' question ' and 
more than a ‘ problem ': it is a tragedy. Its 
condition causes either rapid or slow death— 
rapid when they fall upon the tenants, as has 
happened already; slow when they remain 
standing dens of insanitation. By adding to 
this poverty and sickness, one gets some idea 
of the conditions under which thousands of 
women and children are condemned to live. 
There are over 20,000 families of one to 
twelve persons living in one-room tenerhents. 

We give three cases typical of many known

KW Mother and four children in one 
miserable room; father in mental hospital. 
We believe this is the result of anxiety 
caused by a long period of unemployment. 
We have been trying to help this family for 
the past six months. The mother and three 
children have had a fortnight at Skerries.

(2) Father, mother and eight children in 
two small rooms; father out of employment, 
mother just discharged from hospital. Some 
of the children are very delicate. The mother

We have sent two of 
the children away, and hope to send the 
mother and youngest child when the mother 
ets stronger. 
. We MA ventured to open the Home a fort- 
night earlier than usual, which will mean 
considerable additional expense, but we are 
confident that the friends of the poor who 
have helped so generously in the past will not 
fail us this year. The burden of this work is 
very heavy, but we gladly do what our 
limited accommodation and resources permit. 
There is still a debt of more than £600 on the 
Home. If this were paid, it would be a great 
relief. Much of the work at the Home is 
done voluntarily by ladies who give their 
holiday time to this Christ-like service.

ATHENRY MANSION RAID. 


£1,465 AWARDED FOR 
PROPERTY SEIZED. 

At Galway Cireuit Court yesterday Mrs. 
Denise de Vere Cole was awarded £1,465 on 
a claim for £1,616 16s. compensation for 
property stolen by a party of armed and 
masked men, who raided Raford House, 
Athenry, in September, 1922. Of the amount 
allowed £735 was for silver plate, £70 for a 
Turkish carpet, and £600 for clothes belong- 
ing to Mrs. Cole, 

Mrs. Cole, examined in regard to a list 
of clothes submitted by her, said that it was 
nothing unusual for her to have three dozen 
pairs of kid gloves. She was afraid that she 
was rather extravagant in the matter of dress. 
She never wore a dress more than once, and 
she had never worn some of the garments 
that were seized, as she was ill at the time. 

It was stated that on the Saturday after 
the raid a sack was found outside Raford 
House which contained some of the silver 
that was etolen. and about a month ago 
another sack of silver was given to a priest 
in the district io hand over to Mrs. Cole. 
The value of the silver returned was about 
£126, but it was so badly battered that 
according tv an estimate received, it would 
take £60 to repair it. 

The Judge allowed £40 for the repair of the 
silver, the remaining £20 of the £1,465 
awarded being for damage done to doors, 
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BELFAST LINEN TRADE.

NO CONFIRMATION OF RECENT 
REPORTS. 

The report which appeared in a London 
newspaper to the effect that an arnalgamation 
of selling interests is contemplated by the 
Belfast linen trade to meet the present acute 
foreign competition is not confirmed by 
leaders of the industry in Belfast. It is 
pointed out that the linen products are so 
diversified that it would be almost impossible 
to establish a selling agency on the lines 
suggested. 

The linen trade, like other textile indus- 
tries, has been passing through a period of 
financial stringency, principally brought 
about by depreciated Continental exchanges, 
This could have been obviated to some ex- 
tent if the Safeguarding of Industries Act 
had been applied to the linen industry in con- 
nection with imports from foreign countries 
where the exchange is considerably depre- 
ciated. It is understood that renewe? efforts 
are to be made to achieve this objec. 

In the Belfast linen industry the present 
conditions are regarded as abnormal and ex- 
ceptional, and will pass as Continental 
countries are by force of circumstancés com- 
pelled to stabilise their currencies.

IRISH HARVESTERS IN

QUESTION IN THE HOUSE OF 
COMMONS, 

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
J. B. Gomper asked the Minister for Labour 
whether he was aware that labour was being 
imported from Ireland to the West of Scot- 
Jand for the hay or potato harvest, and 
could he state how many harvesters had ar- 
rived on the Clyde since the 15th May?

NO PARTY TO ILLEGALITIES. 

The Bishop of Birmingham, in instituting 
last night the Rev. Ronald Charles Wain- 
wright, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, to St. Mark’s, 
Washwood Heath, said that the Church of 
England at the Reformation repudiated the 
adoration of the consecrated bread and wine 
of Holy Communion, rejected holy water, 
and did not pretend that oi] which had been 
blessed had any special curative or spiritual 
value. He felt it his duty in these matters 
to maintain the traditional doctrine of the 
Church of England, because he was pledged 
to do so, and because if beliefs contrary to 
reason became established, thoughtful men 
and women would be alienated. 

He added that he would take no positive 
action making him a party to illegalities or 
beliefs which there was no reason to think 
that the Church would sanction as the result 
of the prayer-book revision; nor would he 
have recourse to legal proceedings to suppress 
ecclesiastical disorder or erroneous doctrine.

£13,000 LOAN WANTED FOR 
KINGSTOWN. 

The roads in their area having been de- 
scribed as the worst in Ireland, Kingstown 
Urban Council last night decided to apply 
for £13,000 out of the pate Loans Fund for 
the improvement of the roads, sewers and 
water mains in the township. 

A scheme submitted by the Town Surveyor 
provided for improvements at an estimated 
cost of £9,230. 

It was mentioned that hundreds of 
thousands of pounds had been paid by 
motorists in that district in taxes, and a 
member declared that it was a burning shame 
that the Council did not get some of that 
money to lay down decent roads. The Dublin 
County Council, it ‘was further pointed out, 
got £18,000 last year and £23,000 this year 
for the roads, but none of it was expended in 
Kingstown district.

can be done. Finally, the mine-owners 
must recognise the fact that they, too, have 
a heavy responsibility. In those cases in 
which the industry can be improved by 
the investment of further capital, they 
must not hesitate to provide the necessary 
funds; and they must be prepared to 
close once and for all those pits which have 
no economic. future. On the basis of these 
three conditions Lord Londonderry believes 
that the coal dispute can be settled. 

The Miners’ Federation is in an awk- 
ward predicament. Its two public spokes- 
men, Messrs. Cook and Smith, have com- 
mitted themselves hopelessly.. They have 
taken the attitude that there can be no 
compromise of the miners’ case—that they 
will consent. to neither a shortening cf 
wages nor a lengthening of hours. Ip 
other words, they insist on the restoration 
of the status quo. Intelligent advocates of 
the miners’ cause have recognised lotig 
ago that the condition of the coal in- 
dustry before the subsidy was granted: was 
impossible. Most of the pits wete being 
worked at a loss, the price of coal was 
becoming prohibitive, anu the export trade 
was vanishing. The subsidy cannot be 
continued. Even the most extreme mem- 
bers of the Miners’ Federation admit. that 
fact; and, consequently, the industry is 
faced with the alternatives of the ‘‘ over- 
whelming disaster’’ which was fore- 
shadowed by the Samuel Report and a 
drastic reduction in costs. The miners

Trinity College, Dublin. 


While the hopes af revolution often are 
disappointed, its fears are not always 
falfilled. The scenes in Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday. were a tribute, on the 
one hand, to the College’s faith and 
courage, and, on the other, to the Free 
State Government's handling of its. trust. 
In “the days when earth’s foundations 
fled ’’’—when precious ideals and traditions 
were thrown into the melting-pot—Trinity 
College kept her loyalty to Ireland and 
to her own work in Ireland. She has 
been rewarded with the continued respect 
of the people and with the good-will of 
their Ministers and legislators. It would 
be foolish to say that she has lost nothing ; 
for some part of her sense of security is 
gone, and she has suffered in various ways 
through the separation of Southern and 
Northern interests. Yet the Free State 
has honoured its pledges; she is repre- 
sented in its Parliament; the last feelings 
of political and sectarian prejudice against 
her have disappeared, and, as we believe, 
her opportunities in a self-governing 
Ireland will be limited only by the extent 
of her will to make and improve them. 
Certainly no son of hers can be a pessimist 
who watched her yesterday in the per- 
formance of two of the chief functions of 
an ancient university—the cultivation of 
social graces and the gift of academic 
honours to famous men. By such gather- 
ings of youth, beauty and learning as that 
which the Provost's trees embowered 
yesterday a stimulus is 
revival of social life in Dublin; and the 
reactions of social life on economic life 
are far-reaching. We think, indeed, that 
Dublin’s two universities would serve her 
well if they should strive, by the manner 
of their social activities, to recover the 
civic traditions of former years. Dublin is 
a very old city, and, when she wins to 
that settled prosperity which all men 
desire for her, a quiet stateliness of social 
conduct, as in Oxford and Edinburgh, 
oug'.t to link her present with her past. 

In honouring the four distinguished men 
to whom she gave degrees yesterday Dublin 
University not only proved the catholicity 
of her intellectual interests, but dignified 
herself and Ireland. Sir Berkeley Moyni- 
han, an Irishman in name, heart and 
tongue, is one of the great surgeons, not 
merely of his day, but of his century. Sir 
Charles Coghlan, an Irishman at least in 
name, is, like President Cosgrave—with 
whom, no doubt, he has exchanged 
confidences—the first Premier of a self- 
governing State of the British Common- 
wealth. The Bishop of Gloucester is one 
of England’s most famous Churchmen and 
scholars. The Archbishop of Upsala holds 
an almost unique position as an apostle 
of the reunion of all branches of the 
Catholic Church, and, happily, his 
Donnellan Lectures, delivered in Trinity 
College, help us to understand the secret 
of his world-wide influence. Unique, 
indeed, so far as Ireland is concerned, 
are the loftiness of mind <ad the spiritual 
penetration which have enabled him to 
contrast, compare, and almost, in some 
to reconcile, the characters of 
Martin Luther and Ignatius 
Loyola, May we not hope that the new 
graduates, in giving their names to Dublin 
University’s roll of learning, will bring 
back to England, Sweden and South Africa 
something of the flavour of her genius? 
We regret that on this occasion the 
University has not published the full texts 
of the Public Orator’s honorific addrésses. 
Sir Robert Tate is himself, as he said of 
Sir Berkeley Moynihan, orator facundus, 
elegans, politus; and Latin is not yet an 
entirely dead language in Ireland.

Greater Belfast. 


The people of Belfast have a high faith 
in ‘the future of their city, and in the 
midst of industrial depression they have 
undertaken great works of civic recon- 
struction. Yesterday their Corporation 
sanctioned the issue of £2,000,000 loan 
stock. The money obtained will be spent 
on works connected with the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Act, the erection 
of schools, the extension of tramways, and 
of the gas and electricity undertakings, 
road improvements, and so on—in a word, 
on the development of a greater Belfast. 
As Councillor Sir William Coates 
said yesterday, the whole should be re- 
garded in the light of a necessary invest- 
ment: it will lay the foundations of 
greater prosperity and will furnish an 
immediate alleviation to unemployment. 
A hundred years ago, when Dublin was a 
city of mansions that now are tenements, 
Belfast was a little seaport town, with 
sailors homes and hand-weavers’ little 
houses humbly overlooking the river where 
now huge warehouses and factories are 
serried. The growth of the population by 
the Lagan: side was too rapid to be healthy, 
and the poorer classes were crowded, not, 
indeed, ihto tenements, but into mean 
streets which are hardly less ugly or less 
unwholesome. A walk through. that part 
of Belfast in which the factory and ship- 
yards hands dwel! is quite as depressing 
as a visit to Dublin's Gloucester street 
and the Coombe. To enlarge and sweeten 
the fabric of the Northern city requires 
an enlightened and far-seeing plan of de- 
velopment. Thus far the rulers of Belfast 
have shown themselves no wiser than those 
of Dublin. The construction of .the 
artificial park called Bellevue on the once 
beautiful slopes of Cave Hill not merely 
destroyed a beautiful landscape, but—as 
Mr. H. C. Lawlor recently pointed out— 
obliterated archeological relics of wholly 
exceptional interest. “ A more valgar and 
inartistic destruction of a God's garden 
would be hard to conceive.” Belfast is 
hardly inferior to Dublin in the beauty of 
its setting. Both cities have the means 


of. splendour, ‘and ought to use them 
wisely. ,

Since last Saturday the peoples of the 


Eastern Mediterranean have undergone an 


ordeal, the like of which is unknown to 
dwellers in our islands: Continued earth- 
quake shocks have been felt in Greece, 
Egypt, Crete, Rhodes and Southern Italy. 
Many thousands of houses have fallen, 
and the full toll of destruction still is 
unknown. Earthquakes have taken place 
also in Eastern Asia. The Law Courts 
have collapsed «t Padang, in the Dutch 
East Indies, and the worst shocks experi- 
enced for years have been recorded in 
Singapore. The shores of the Pacific 
Ocean are the principal theatre of 
tremblings of the earth, and it is esti- 
mated that shocks occur in Japan on an 
average of one a day. In a telegram 
to The Times from Cnossos, Sir Arthur 
Evans describes the damage wrought by 
the Mediterranean shocks to the museum 
at Candia, where that great archeologist 
stored relics of the Mycenzan civilisation. 
Masonry from the gables and parts of the 
cornices were shaken down, and shattered 
beautiful and exceedingly ancient frescoes, 
including that of the saffron-gatherer, the 
oldest of all, and a fragment from Hagia 
Triada, depicting a flounced female figure 
in a prehistoric anticipation of modern 
dress. Sir Arthur believes that ‘‘ much 
may be ultimately restored.”’ There would 
be a tragic irony in the recovery of those 
fragments of ancient beauty from the grave 
in which they were hidden by the 
cataclysms of the past, only to be exposed 
to a final ruin in the light of day. The 
greatest earthquake suffered in European 
lands in modern times was that which over- 
whelmed old Lisbon in 1755, destroying 
55,000 lives.

REDUCTIONS ONLY TEMPORARY. 


““I am quite convinced that the majority 
of the men-and the majority of the wives of 
the miners are out of sympathy with the 
doctrines enunciated by the leaders. If left 
to themselves they would, as a whole, gladly 
welcome a settlement—a settlement which 
would be based on the principles of equity 
and justice, involving as it might an elasticity 
in working hours and a reduction (in my 
judgment, only a temporary reduction, be- 
cause the increasing volume of trade would 
in course of'time operate in their favour) in 
the wages now received by the higher paid 
men. ' . 


QUESTION OF A REMEDY. 


Lord Londonderry said that there was no 
quack remedy for the ‘successful future con- 
duct of the industry. 

“ The first requisite is a 8 in the

MEETING OF THE MINERS’ 
LEADERS. 


From ‘“ Tue Times ’’ LABOUR

The Executive of the Miners’ Federation 
met in London yesterday to receive reports 
from the districts and to consider the posi- 
tion created by the introduction of the two 
Government bills dealing with working hours 
and the reorganisation of the coal industry.

tion with the measure. — sh

GERMAN COAL FOR KINGSTOWN.

ENGLAND’S BATTING. 

By adding 178 in two hours and a half for 
the loss of Woolley, England maintained her 
batting supremacy over Australia’s attack. 
The Kent batsman and Hendren, who had 
raised the total from 219 to 297 during the 
final hour on Monday, played sound, resolute 
cricket, hitting any ball possible to get away. 
In cutting, driving and turning the ball to 
leg, both men showed skill and power, while, 
by an occasional pull, advantage was taken of 
anything pitched at all short. Woolley had 
just hit a glorious 4 in front of square leg 
when an extra fast ball from Ryder beat him 
in pace, and got him leg-before. Batting two 
hours and thirty-five minutes, Woolley did 
nothing wrong, and hit thirteen 4’s in his 87. 
The partnership had added 140 in an hour 
and fifty minutes, by perhaps the best batting 
in the match. A. P. F. Chapman kept up 
the high standard of -England’s cricket, play- 
ing himself in without taking the least risk, 
but gradually scoring more readily, until he 
shared the run-getting about equally with his 
brilliant partner. 

Hendren had given proof of his form in his 
great innings against Yorkshire, and, as was 
the case overnight, he again took complete 
mastery of the situation. In an hour and 
thirty-five minutes 116 runs were put on 
before lunch intervened, and Carr’s declara- 
tion brought the splendid batting to a close. 


HENDREN’S CENTURY, 

Hendren enjoyed the personal satisfaction 
of scoring his first hundred for England 
against Australia, his previous best having 
been 92 for Arthur Gilligan’s team at 
Adelaide. He took two hours and three- 
quarters to reach three figures, and went. on 
to earn the special distinction of becoming 
the highest scorer on the side. Batting 
nearly three hours and a half for his’ 127, 
without giving a chance, or, indeed, being 
ever at fault, so far as one could see, Hendren 
received generous applause from the vast 
crowd. 

He displayed great skill in playing forcing 
strokes and cutting past point and hitting to 
leg. He turned some well pitched-up balls 
off his feet to Jong leg, and pulled and drove 
past. cover in his most accomplished style. 
Altogether Hendren played a great innings. 
His strokes included eighteen 4’s and thirteen 
9’s. He never appeared in difficulties, and 
two appeals against him were made under 
misapprehensions which the umpire put right. 

England occupied the wicket seven hours 
and thirty-five minutes for their 475 for three 
wickets. They exceeded Australia’s total of 
383 in a quarter of an hour less time than 
they had been compelled to field, and they 
batted fifty-five minutes longer for their lead 
of 92 than Australia had done. Except dur- 
ing ‘the very slow period by Hobbs runs came 
at a consistently good pace, if never fast 
enough to suggest that time would remain 
for victory to. be gained. 


A WELL-SET FIELD. 


H. L. Collins kept his men stationed with 
such knowledge of his bowlers’ requirements 
and the peculiar methods of the batsmen that 
good strokes frequently failed to get rewards, 
rendering strength in hitting the ball of extra 
value. The ball travelled very fast on the 
hard level turf, and when through the ring 
of men, placed very differently to the Sail 
men. it often ran to the boundary, though 
Taylor and Bardsley, both bandaged on the 
left hand, and Woodfull did effective work in 
the deep field. Andrews excelled close to the 
batsmen, and Oldfield kept wicket in a man- 
ner comparable to any of his predecessors. 
In his first Test match at Lord's he earned 
high praise. He gave away only four byes, 
took the bowling with unerring certainty, 


and his hands were just as sure in receiving 


returns from the field. 
AUSTRALIAN BOWLING.

STEAMER CRASHES INTO 


FERRYBOAT. 


In a collision which occurred at Wool- 
wich last evening between the London 
County Council ferryboat Squires and the 
American steamer Goahoma County, eight 
injured, two of them 


passengers were 


seriously. 

The ferryboat, packed with workpeople 
from factories at North Woolwich, had 
just drawn alongside the South Pier to dis- 
charge -its passengers and vehicles, when 
the Goahoma County was observed coming 
down the Thames. The tide was ebbing 
strongly, and a collision seemed inevitable. 
The officer in charge of the Squires endea- 
voured to wet his vessel away from the 
pier, but the American steamer crashed 
into the Squires, hurling the passengers 
in all directions. 

The force of the impact. sandwiched the 
ferryboat between the steamer and the pier. 
Great excitement prevailed among the passen- 
gers, many of whom leaped on to the landing 
stage... Four . passengers ,were taken to 
Plumstead Infirmary, where two were de- 
tained.( The port side of the Squires was 
badly damaged, while the front of the pier 
was stripped like matchwood 

The ferryboat was towed to North Wool: 
wich, where she discharged the vehicles. Lhe 
American steamer, a vessel of 8,000 tons, 
sustained damage, and was towed down the 
river.

ROCKEFELLER FELLOWSBFIP 
AWARD. 

Mr. Joseph Johnston, M.A., Fellow of 
Trinity College, Dublin, has been awarded a 
Rockefeller Fellowship for Economic Research 
in Europe. A native of Dungannon, County 
Tyrone, Mr. Johnston had a successful career 
both in Dublin and Oxford Universities, and 
ig at present Lecturer in Economics, in the 
School of Commerce, Dublin University. He 
was a member of the Agricultural Commission 
of 1922, and is a member of the Food Prices 
Tribunal now sitting in Dublin, 

The main object of the Fellowship to which 
Mr. Johnston been elected is to ascertain 
the facts as to the “spread” between the 
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prices received by the farmer and the prices 
‘paid by the consumer in different European 


‘countries, and to make a special comparative 


study of the arrangements in those countries 
for the marketing and subsequent disposal 
of agricultural produce. bit 
The problem of agricultural marketing 's 
especially difficult in a country like this, 
where mixed farming prevails, but much is 
to be hoped from the amh gg og which 
Mr. Johnston proposes. to make in various 
countries. The experience which he gains 
cannot fail to be of much practical assistance 
to the Free State Tribunal, in. some of the 
dificult matters it has to investigate.

EARTHQUAKE IN 
RHINELAND. 


SHOCKS FELT IN 
PLACES. 


Earthquakes continue to be recorded in 
various parts of the world, says The Times. 
On Monday night shocks were felt in the 
Vosges and at Cologne and other places in 
Germany, as well as in Switzerland. 
Yesterday earth tremors were felt at Salis- 
bury, Southern Rhodesia. The earthquake in 
the Eastern Méditerranean last Saturday was 
recorded. at Sydney, New South Wales, 
where the shock felt at Singapore was also 
recorded.

The earthquake, which 
was of short duration, was registered at 
Heidelberg Observatory, and appears to have 
been felt over a wide area in France, Switzer- 
land and Germany.

STATEMENT BY COUNT 
BERNSTORFF. 


Two hundred delegates from about thirtv 
countries are attending the tenth Plenary 
Congress of the International Federation of 
the League of Nations Societies which opened 
yesterday evening at Aberystwyth. Manv 
well-known public men are included in the 
British delegation, and amongst the foreign 
delegates present are Count Bernstorff, who 
heads the German delegation. 

Count Bernstorif, who spoke in 
a reception by the Mavor, said :— There 
one thing, which on every occasion I should 
like to Impress upon you, and that is: that 
the foreign policy of the German Republic 
is entirely dominated by the spirit of Locarno. 
(Cheers.) We have no other foreign policy. 
We are proud of the spirit- of Locarno, be 
cause it was maugurated by us; we made the 
first proposal.
